For the most part, her lecture was 
Burns and his country, but she 
wound up with a brief description 
or Glasgow, which is on the edge of 
the Burns country7. 
She said the 
dlv. in its application of the simple 
*nds of justice, was following the 
teachings of Burns. 


Mrs. Brown 
recalled 
the 
first 
steam engine was set up in Gasgow 
md ihat the first steamboat steamed 
up the Clyde, on which Glasgow is 
limited. 
It is now the seat of the 
argost ship building yards in the 
world, where the English make two- 
thirds of their vessels. 
Glasgow has 
tried municipal ownership sixty-five 
years, so it is no longer an experi­ 
ment. 
There is a council of fifty, 
sixteen wards electing 
three 
men 
each, who served without pay and 
are elected for long terms, and who 
are imbued with the idea that they7 
are serving the people, Mrs. Brown 
explained. 
Tin* elective body, she 
said, ri composed of property own­ 
ership both 
men 
and 
women— all 
those who pay taxes and those who 
pay as much as a dollar a week rent. 
Thus those who 
do not pay ta x e s 
and the slum element are disfran- 
h ised . 


The 
health 
department, 
Mrs. 
Brown asserted, 
i- the most impor­ 
tant in the whole city. 
There are 
12,000 courts and 
200 miles 
of 
streets in the city. Every street is 
swept once every7 day 
anil 
every 
court twice a day. There are boxes 
along the street and men are contin­ 
ually engaged picking up waste pa - 
per and other rubbish and deposit­ 
ing it in them. 


Mrs. Brown said the institutions 
which correspond to our pest houses 
are called 
epidemic 
hospitals. By 
courteous treatment of patients, the 
city has solved the question of con­ 
tagious diseases. 
All public 
ques­ 
tions, she added, are solved by7 ex­ 
perts. 


The second consideration of the 
council, she said, is economy, and 
added, “ it is joyful to see how well 
they work together.” She recalled 
that Glasgow had purchased thous­ 
ands of old shacks and built tena- 
ments instead, so that now the city 
is landlord to thousands. 
The water 
Glasgow people drink is drawn for- 
ty-tw7o miles from the 
mountains 
and fiftered, so that it is perfectly 
safe to drink. 
It pays, she said, 
because it keeps disease away. 
The city7 owns its gas and electric 
light systems. 
The city lights every 
conceivable place, Mrs. Brown said, 
even furnishing a free light for ev­ 
ery stairw ay used by more than one 
person. 
She owns her markets and 
baths, as well as her public laun­ 
dries.

abundance of soap, water and sun-

the United States—were du e to nine 
cau ses: Tu bercu lo sis, heart diseases 
pneu mo nia, 
Bright’s 
disease 
and 
nephritis, diarrhea and enteritis can­ 
cer, apo plex y , diptheria and cro u p, 
and ty pho id fev er. The first three o f 
these maladies alo ne were respo n­ 
sible fo r mo re than 30 per cent o f 
the to tal mo rtality repo rted fo r that 
y ear. 
The death rate fro m 
these 
nine 
cau ses co mbined in 19 13 was 8 10.4 
per 100,000 po pu latio n. 
This is a 
material decrease fro m the co rres­ 
po nding rate

“Dry” Leaders Have Been Consider­ 


ing Calling an Election at Indi­ 


anapolis it is Said 


(U. P. Buff Correspondent.} 
Indianapolis, April 20.—The open 
season for local option 
elections, 
which comes every odd year, is now’ 
at its height. 
Eight cities have vot­ 
ed on the liquor question in the past 
month with the result that the Drys 
have voted out of existence eighteen 
saloons and the Wets have regained 
four from the Dry column. 
Many big contests are now being 
waged in Indiana cities. At both the 
headquarters of 
the 
Anti-Saloon 
leugue and the Indiana Browsers’ As- 
ociation there is the appearance of 
intense activity. 
E. 
E. Shumaker, 
superintendent of the 
Anti-Saloon 
League, said that the leugue is well 
pleased with the result so far and 
was “prepared to push the fight in 
every quarter, with all possible speed 
looking forward to the great fight 
next year for statewide prohibition.’’ 
No statement was forthcoming at 
the Indiana Brewers’ headquarters. 
The advantage in the past mouth 
has been with the Drys as counted 
by the saloons, but the Wets havo 
east a bigger vote in the eight cities. 
The total vote was wet, 4,499; dry, 
4,052. 
The Wets gained Covington, 
where by a majority of 21 votes the 
saloons were restored—four in 
all. 
The Wets have gained their greatest 
advantage in Columbus, where, even 
to the surprise of the Wets, an im­ 
mense m ujority of 592 votes was 
piled up. 
Columbus never had voted 
on the question before. 
The Drys 
made great gains in the majorities in 
Rushviile and Mitchell. 
The Drys captured 
Martinsville 
by 85 
majority, 
closing 
seven 
saloons; and Vecdersburg 
by 
30 
votes, closing 
four 
saloons. 
The 
Wets gained Covington. 
A fter vot­ 
ing wet 
California 
township 
in 
Starke county, 
remonstrated 
dry, 
closing two saloons. 
The Wets re­ 
tained Marion township in Lawrence 
county. 
Energies of the Wets and Drys are 
now chiefly centered at 
Elkhart, 
which will vote April 26. 
This city 
is regarded as of strategic import­ 
ance by both sides partially because 
of the great effect the election prob­ 
ably will have on the 
election 
at 
Goshen, which closely follows. 
In 
former years the Wet m ajority 
at 
Elkhart lias been as follows: 1909, 
806; 1911, 458; 1913, 305. The Drys 
have the mayor and the police force 
this year and they claim these ad­ 
vantages will greatly increase their 
vote. 
Twenty-two saloons are in­ 
volved. 


Eleven saloons are at 
stake 
in 
Goshen which will vote May 3. 
Tlio 
Wet m ajority in Goshen in 1913 was 
only 32 votes. 
H artford City will determine the 
fate of fifteen saloons May 4. 
This 
city has not voted since 1909. 
The 
Drys are counting on the advan­ 
tage of a big revival meeting with 
1,600 conversions which just clos­ 
ed. 
Attica with three saloons will vote 
April 27. This city went wet in 1913 
by 84 majority.

Report of Census Bureau 
Reveals 


Death Rate From White Plague 


in United States Declines 


BIG SHOWING IN NINE YEARS 


Loss of Life From Nine Diseases is 


810.4 Persons Per 
100,000 


of Population 


(Special to the Daily Bepublican.) 


'Washington, April 20.—The latest 


report on mortality in the "registra- 
tion area'' oi' the United States re- 
lating to the calendar year 1913, re- 
cently issued by the Bureau of the 
Census, Department 
of 
Commerce 


contains some interesting and signi- 
ficant figures with reference to the 
principal causes of death 
in 
this 


country. More than one-half of all 
the deaths in the registration- area 
—which in 1913 contained about 05 
percent oi' the total population 
of 


the United States—were due to nine 
causes: Tuberculosis, heart diseases 
pneumonia, Bright's 
disease 
and 


nephritis, diarrhea and enteritis can- 
cer, apoplexy, diptheria and croup, 
and typhoid fever. The first three of 
these maladies alone were respon- 
sible for more than 30 per cent of 
the total mortality reported for that 
year. 


The death rate t'ruiu these nine 


causes combined in 1913 was 810.4 
per 100.000 population. 
This is a 


material decrease from the corres- 
ponding rate 
in 1900—937.4 
per 


100,000—when the Census 
Bureau 


made its first annual collection of 
mortality statistics. 
The number of 


deaths resulting from these causes, 
However, formed a somewhat greater 
proportion of the total 
reported 


mortality in 1913 than in 1900—57 
per cent in the earlier. 


Tuberculosis in its various forms 


claimed 03.421 victims in 1913, of 
which 
number 80.812 died from 


tuberculosis of the lungs (including 
acute miliary tuberculosis.) 
With 


improved sanitation and with better 
understanding of the laws of health 
and the importance of pure air, how- 
ever, the ''white plague" is rapidly 
becoming a less serious menace to 
health and happiness. 
In only nine 


years—from 1904 to 1913—tile mor- 
tality rate from tuberculosis in all 
its forms fell from 200.7 to 147.G 
per 100.000 the decline being contin- 
uous from year- to year. Prior 
to 


1!)04 the rate had fluctuated, start- 
ing at 201.9 in 1900. 


The deaths from heart 
diseases 


(organic diseases of the heart and 
endocarditis) in 
the 
registration 


area in 1913 numbered 93,142 
or 


147.1 per 100,000. While the mor- 
tality rate for tuberculosis has been 
declining from year to year, the rate 
1'or heart diseases has been rising. 
Starting in 1900 at 123.1 per 100,- 
000 as compared with 201.9 for tub- 
erculosis in all its forms, the death 
rate for organic heart diseases and 
endocarditis has fluctuated, reaching 
its highest point in 
recent 
years 


151.4, in 1907. 


Pneumonia in its various 
forms 


was the cause of 83,778 deaths, or 
132.4 per 100,00 in the registration 
area during 1913. The death rate 
from this disease, like 
that 
from 


tuberculosis, has shown a marked 
decline since 1900, when it was 180.- 
5 per 100,000. Its fluctuations from 
year to year, however, have been 
much more violent. The 
mortality 


rate for pneumonia 
in 1913 was 


about 70 per cent greater among the 
colored population than among the 
whites. 


The only remaining death 
rate 


higher than 100 per 100,000 in 1913 
was that for Bright's disease and 
"acute nephritis," 102.9. The total 
number of 
deaths 
due to 
these 


causes in 1913 was 65,106, about 
nine-tenths of which were caused by 
Bright's disease, the remainder be- 
ing charged to acute nephritis, a re- 
ated kidney disorder. The mortal- 
ity from these causes increased from 
89 per 100,000 in 1900 to 103.4 in 
1905, since which year it has fluctu- 
ated 
somewhat, 
ranging 
between 


93.7 in 1908 and 103 in 1912. 
•' 


Diarrhea 
and 
enteritis 
caused 


57,080 deaths, or 90.2 'per 100,000, 
in the registration area in'1913. Of 


these deaths, more than fonr-fiftlis'i 
were of infants under 2 years 
of 


age, and over two-thirds were oC 
infants under 1 year. 


Next in order of deadliness cames 


cancer, which filled nearly 
50,000 


;raves in 1913. The exact number 
of deaths due to this dreaded mal- 
ady was 49.928 of which about 40 
per cent resulted from cancers of 
the stomach and liver. The mortal- 
ity rate rose from 63 per 100,000 in 
1900 to 78.9 in 1913. It is probable, 
however, that at least a part of this 
increase was apparent rather than 
real, being due to 
more 
accurate 


diagnoses and greater care on the 
part of physicians in making reports 
to the registration officials. 


Apoplexy was the cause of 47,220 


deaths, or 74.G per 100,000 in the 
registration area in 1913. This in- 
creased gradually, with 
occasional 


slight declines, from 07.5 per 100.- 
000 in 1900 to 75.7 in 1912, 
but 


dropped slightly in 1913. 


No epidemic disease 
produced a 


mortality rate as high as 
20 per 


100,000 in 1913. The fatal cases of 
diphtheria and croup numbered 11.- 
920, 
or 18.8 per 100,000, .in .that 


year, the rate having fallen 
from 


43.3 in 1900. 
This decline of nearly 


57 per cent is relatively far greater 
than that shown by any other im- 
portant cause of death. 


Deaths from typhoid fever also 


showed a very gratifying decline be- 
tween 
1900 and 1913, decreasing 


from 35.9 per 100.000 in the earlier 
year to 17.9 in the later, or by al- 
most exactly 50 per cent. 
This de- 


cline was relatively 
greater 
than 


that for any other principal cause of 
death except diphtheria and croup. 
The total number of deaths due t 
typhoid fever in 1913 was 11.323. 
The mortality rate from this disease 
among the 
colored 
population 
is 


more than twice as great as for the 
whites.

No statement was forthcoming at 
the Indiana Brewers' headquarters. 


The advantage in the past mouth 


has been with the Drys as counted 
by the saloons, but the Wets have 
cast a bigger vote in the eight cities. 
The total vote was wet, 4,499; dry, 
4,052. The Wets gained Coviugton, 
where by a majority of 21 votes the 
saloons were restored—four in all.
